STRONG REASONS ARE URGED =~ 
WHY ATKINSON SHOULDN'T RUK 


Clay, Robertson, Evans, Hunt and 
Others Sound the Note of Warn- 
ing—A Day’s Rumors 
Concerning the Sen- 
atorship. 


The main theme of the army of legisia- 
tors and politicians gathered here yvester- 
day was the United States senatorship. 

Rumor upon rumor flew through the lob- 
by of the Kimball, but the day passed with 


but one tangible development: that the 


party leaders almost to a man are strong 
in the sentiment that it is deeply unwise 
to precipitate another gubernatorial fight 
in Georgia by drawing Governor W. Y. At- 


eatly in the morning was Whispered from 
the mouths of the ‘politicians that Gov- 
erner Atkinson would be a candidate for 
the place. It was bat a. rumor, with Ro 
authoritative substantiation, but the pose 
‘sibility was grave enough in the minds of 


iat aid soc ox Wid gots anceh 
‘rumots of this candidate and that, but by 
iter the ‘greater part of the talk was devoted 
to Governor Atkinson’s rumored candida-‘ 


cy and the sentiment seemed almost univer-- 


sal that it would.be.a perilous and costly 
step for the democratic party to engage in 
another contest with the combine opposi- 
tion of the republicans and populists just 
now. More than this it would needlessly 
engender strife and ‘create division both 
inside and outside of the party. 

The sentiment that found strong voice 
in the outspoken views of scores of the 
leaders of democracy was that Governor 
Atkinson was in a position of peculiar re- 
sponsibility and under direct obligations 
“to the democratic party. In a word, they 
strongly urge that the life of the party 
rests in his hands and that a fresh contest 
with the combined foes of populism and 
republicanism, who would inevitably join 
forces in the event of such a contest, 
would be fatal, 

The cost, the worry, the excitement, the 
bitterness and the party peril involved in 
another fight for the governorship, it is 
urged by the leaders, should put the ques- 
tion of Governor Atkinson precipitating the 
fight beyond the pale of possibility. Many 
regard ,it as certain that Tom Watson 
would be the next nominee of ‘his party. He 
would have the fused strength of the popu- 
lists and republicans and with the legisla- 
tive and county contests eliminated, the 
danger to the democratic party would be 
many times increased. 

The views based on these bed-rock facts 
which every practical-minded man is bound 
to recognize are strong. They are hejd by 
Scores of legislators and party leaders and 
are freely expressed. 

The weight of this deep party sentiment 
bears stress upon the patriotic duty of 
Governor Atkinson to avoid such a political 
disturbance as his entrance into the race 
for senator would bring on. Many of the 
s0vernors warmest supporters in former 
contests hold to this view and are foremost 
in urging that the governor refrain from 
entering the fight. 

Among those most outspoken on this line 
are Hon, F. G, duBignon, Hon. Howard 
Thompson, Hon, A. S. Clay, Hons, J. W. 
Robertson and J J. Hunt, democratic elec- 
ay at large.

most prominent among the democratic 
leaders of the state.

Thousands Gather and Watch the 
Flames as the Valuable Prop- 
- ‘erty Is Consumed. 


| Chicago, Octeber 26.—In less than one 
hour at noon today fire destroyed $1,200,000 
worth of property on the north branch of 


the Chicago river, in a dilapidated locality 


known as Goose Island. | 
The Pacific:grain elevators A and B, 


owned by the Chicago and Pacific Elevator, 
Company, were compietely destroyed and 


several frame dwellings adjoining were 
swept away im the avalanche of flame. 
There was more than a million bushels 
of wheat stored in the two great elevators. 


The loss on that is estimated at $361,Hw,: 


on corn $34,800, and a small loss on oats. 
The loss on the buildings and. machinery 
is placed at nearly $300,000. Insurance fully 
covers: the losses. : 

Superintendent Perry said the fire started 
‘in élevator B, in the south part, and he 
‘believes it was caused by sparks from a 
passing tug in the river. No employe of tne 


company. knows anything more definite 
about .the origin of the destruction, 


No more dangerous spot for a big fire 
to start could be found in the city. It is 
a veritable fuel house for flame. Close to 
the burned structures are the Armour 
elevator, the biggest in the world; the 
ralting house of Hale & Curtis, and the 
extensive docks and sheds of the Crescent 
Coal Company. Burning brands from the 
cataract of flaming grain and falling roots 
and walls ignited the roof of the malt 
house every few minutes and a ‘dozen 
loads of hose were needed to save the 
building from destruction. | 

When the first of the twenty-five engine 
companies arrived on the scene a water 


attack was at once made on the bo™@:r. 


room, where the fire was reported to have 
started, but in a few minutes the firemen 
were forced by blinding steam and fierce 
heat to beat a hasty retreat, leaving be- 
hind them part of their hose equipment. 

Five firemen of another company, who 
were fighting the blaze from the roof of 
the elevator office, a one-story. brick build- 
ing, had a narrow escape from death. The 
roof they were on fell in, the building 
catching fire underneath them, and they 
féll with it before a word of warning could 
be given. Fortunately: the firemen seized 
the hosepand. the wails projecting a iittle 
above the collapsed roof, they hung over 
ihe flery furnace until rescued by their 
comrades. 

A hundred or more freight cars of the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road were rescued 
from beneath the flaming pillars at the 
peril of the railroad men who coupled the 
cars, and then some had to be left. 

A huge pall of black smoke was rolied 
by the wind and in its wake every prep- 
aration was made to remove valuable and 
portable property if the flames jumped 
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across the river. The heat 'was intense 


enough to blister buildings a block distant. 
Thousands of spectators gathered and 


. cheered in wonder and admiration at the 
grand. sight, unique in the annals of hre } 


history. Great bins, containing thousands 
of bushels of dry grain, one above another, 
were eaten gradually away by.the flames. 
One bin withstood the destroyer longer 


- than the rest and hung suspended in the 


fiery air. One sidé caught fire near the 
bottom and the heap of grain released 
from its confinement poured-to a ssl 
_& hundred feet. below, to be met by flames 
in its descent, the whole forming a picture 


of a flaming Niagara.

Opinions differed in the amount of expense 
and to get at an approximate estimate, a 
representative of The Constitution went to 
the capitol to get official figures. 

Some of the items can be estimated very 
closely. Among these is the mileage and 
the per diem of the senators and represen- 
tatives who would have to attend the extra 
session of the general assembly when the 
election returns were counted and the gov- 
ernor inaugurated. The cost of the army 
of managers and clerks at the ballot 
boxes throughout the state can be approxi- 
mated. There are 7,500 of these in round 
numbers and the usual pay is $5 each, or a 
total of $37,500. it is probably the rule in 

the 
courthouse or officers of justices of the 
peace. It is probable that the item of rent 
for polling places is small and it is not 


counted in. 

Nor is any. estimate made for miscella- 
neous expenses, the printing of tickets and 
campaign expenses, for these are borne by 
the candidates and their friends, but this 
in the aggregate runs up into the thou- 
sands. 

Excluding these expenses the total to the 
tax payers would be $47,000 in round num- 


The general assembly would have to be 
called together in extra session to open 
the returns, count the votes, announce the 
result and inaugurate the new governor. 


“When Governor Henry D. McDaniel was in- 
augurated to fill the unexpired term of. 


Governor Alec Stephens, the legislature 
was in session two days. The usual esti- 
mate of the cost of the general assembly 
when in session is $15,000 a day. For a 
short session the expense would be greater 
in proportion than for a full regular ses- 
sion, but arguing at only $1,500 a day for 
two days, that expense would be $3,000. 

Members of the assembly are allowed 
mileage at the rate of 10 cents a mile each 
way, coming and going. The mileage paid 
to senators attending Governor McDaniel’s 
first inauguration, as shown by the comp- 
troller general’s report, was $1,209. 

The mileage paid to representatives on 
that occasion was $5,027, the two items ag- 
gregating $6,236. 

. The mileage of the general assemblies 
does not vary much from year to year. 

Each additional day spent by the assem- 
bly in extra session would cost $1,500. 

There is a total expense of nearly $47,000, 
to which the state would be put if it be- 
came necessary to elect a new governor. 
COST OF A PRIMARY. 

Before a nomination could be made there 
would have to be meetings of the execu- 
tive committees of the several parties and 
arrangements made for primaries or mass 
meetings, although the party is on recod 
as favoring primaries. The expenses of 
these elections are borne by the candidates 
and their friends, largely the latter. This 
is not a direct tax on the people as the 
bills are paid out of private contributions. 
For this $10,000 would certainly be considered 
a modest estimate—less than $80 to the coun- 
ty or $7 to the election precinct, and in 
some instances $10,000 is spent in a single 
county. Indeed, it is said that $30,000 was 
spent in Chatham county alone in the Oc- 
tober election. 

The vote in the primaries has to be con- 
solidated just as the vote in he regular 
elections is consolidated on the day follow- 
ing the election. The primaries or county 
conventions would, designate the delegates 
to a,state convention to nominate a candi- 
date for governor. Under democratic prac- 
tice each county is allowed two delegates 
to a state convention for each representa- 
tive in the general assembly. The attend- 
ance of delegates to the democratic state 
conventions averages from 300 to 350. These 
delegates pay their own railroad fares and 
hotel bills, which it is fair to presume would 
run up to $2,500. 

After the nominating convention there 
would be a state campaign running from 
thirty to sixty days. What the cost of that 
would be is wholiy conjectural. Campaign 
funds are supposed to be voluntary contri- 
butions, but the item would be a considera- 
ble one.

The case which carried the attorney gen- 
eral to Washington ts that known as the 
comptrolier general of Georgia againat the 
Central Railroad Company, relating to the 
claim against the railroad company for 
taxes, The issue involved is whether the 
counties through which the road runs can 
collect taxes from it. 

The case grew out of the passage of an 
act tO provide a system of taxation of 
railroad property in each of tha counties 
of the state through which railroads run. 

It is the duty of the comptroller to col- 
lect the taxes for the counties. In 1891 he 
attempted to collect the taxes due by the 
Central Railroad Company, but payment 
Was refused on the ground that the act 
providing for such a tax is illegal, 

The case was taken to the courts and 
it is now in the supreme court of the 
United States. Mr. Terrell submitted argu- 
ment on the case, fully reviewing it and 
the laws on the subject. He made a force- 
ful argument and it is expected that the 
case will be disposed of soon.

Davies stated last night that their company 
was in better condition than it has ever 
been, and there would have been no ne- 
cessity for the compromise if the crash 
had not come suddenly with the Merchants’ 
bank, as it did. They say they will com- 
plete the state code and all other contracts 
as if nothing had occurred. 

, Mr. Foote’s Statement. 

Mr. Foote was seen last night and fur- 
nished the following statemrent for pub- 
lication: 

“The failure of the Merchants’ bank 
caught us in the midst of the state code 
contract, and as there was no appropria- 
tion made and as Mr. Porter was on our 
bond for the performance of the contract, 
the bank was advancing the money with 
which to get it out. : 

“Inasmuch as a delay in the execution 
of the work would forfeit the contract, 
and the further fact that in losing the 
contract the bank would lose its security, 
there was nothing to do but effect the com- 
promise by which we were enabled to go 
ahend and complete the work. The com- 
promise, a payment of $10,000 and two 
note@ of $1,000 each, due one year from 
date without interest, was signed by W. O. 
Foote and M. M. Davies, individually, and 
not by the firm. 

“Legally, this completed the settlenrent, 
but Mr. Porter turned over to the receivers 
$10,000 of his stock of the Foote & Davies 
Company to be redeemed by us when we 
are in position to do so, but there is nothing 
in writing as to this. It is simply a moral 
obligation.

MARSHAL HUMPHRIES WILL AD- 
VERTISE ALL DELINQUENTS. 


Those Who Fail To Pay Their Taxes 
on or Before Friday Will Be As- 
sessed Costs and Advertised. 


City Marshal J. W. Humphries is pre- 
paring to advertise for sale property of 
delinquent taxpayers, Those who do not 
pey their taxes on or before Friday will 
find their property advertised Saturday.

A High Tribute. 

There is one paragraph in the editorial 
reprinted yesterday morning from The 
Augusta Morning News which gives the 
highest possible tribute to the memory 
of the late Charles Frederick Crisp. 

It had been the ambition of Mr. Crisp’s 
life to represent his state in that august 
assembly which stands at the head of 
our federal system. From the day he 
first entered politics on through his con- 
gressional career, and even when that 
magnificent service had culminated in 
bringing to him twice the honor of the 
speakership, he still looked forward to 
the day when he would take his place 
among the ambassadors of the sovereign 
states in the other end of the capitol. 
There came a time when he had this hon- 
or Within his grasp; but, as well stated 
by The Augusta News, he “refused to 
accept an appointment to the senate be- 
cause his party colleagues begged him 
not to do so, as it would seriously threat- 
en the efficacy of the democratic organi- 
zation of the house, It was the ambi- 
tion of Crisp’s life to be senator, and 
when, on the death of Senator Colquitt, 
Governor Northen, unsolicited, tendered 
him the appointment, he sacrificed his 
personal ambition on the altar of his de- 
votion to party, giving evidence not only 
of his peice uate but of his patriotic 
loyalty.’ 

It required true greatness to stand in 
the shoes of Mr. Crisp at the moment 
when, with the flattering telegram from 
Governor Northen in his fingers, he felt 
that the ambition of a lifetime had been 
gratified; but remembering the fate of 
his party, he declined that he might hold 
hia post of duty. It was at a time when 
Strong attacks had been made upon 
every democratic position, when there 
was internal dissension as well as ex- 
ternal force to fight. To have resigned 
the speakership would have been to let 
loose the dogs of war, to have seen his 
party, already threatened by internal 
dissension, become the prey of disturb- 
ance from which it could not recover in 
years. And yet why should Mr. Crisp, 
who had done his duty well up to that 
moment, who had fulfilled every obliga- 
tion, hesitate to go onward and take 
his seat in the other house, leaving to 
the democrats of the house of represen- 
tatives the duty of composing their dif- 
ferences? It was because he knew that 
dissension would come; that as long as 
he remained in his place there was a 
rallying point for the democracy; that it 
was his highest duty to preserve peace, 
to keep down recrimination, to guide the 
ship of state into ports of safety and 
peace. | 

This refusal of the United States sen- 
atorship by the late speaker of the house 
of representatives reflected upon him 
more glory than all the honors which he 
had previously won. It is one thing to 
attract people, to win popular victories, 
and it is quite another to throw aside 
public applause, private ambition, and 
to conquer one’s self when duty bids 
the way. It is one of the highest attri- 
butes of American statesmanship as 
compared with other nations that 
we have among us men of the stamp 
and caliber of Mr. Crisp, men who feel 
that there are possibilities ahead of 
them which they need but to outstretch 
their hands to obtain, which they lay 
aside at the bidding of duty for the sal- 
vation of their country and the party to 
which they belong. Such men as these 
are the salt of our political system, the 
conservators of government, and are the 
men who may be relied upon to take 
hold of affairs when clouds of danger 
lower over the nation, and when recrim- 
ination takes place of sober reason. Geor- 
gia feels proud that she has contributed 
such a remarkable son to the union as 
Mr. Crisp, whose memory will live as 
long as the country he loved so well.

The 
effect of such a charge would be to allow 
proof of good character to restore the 
Witness to credibilitw even tliough the 
truth of his testimony had been actually 
disproved.

ous, and it further appearing that the trial 
judge allowed both the plaintiffs and the 
defendant the fullest latitude in introducing 
evidence to explain the true intent and 
meaning of the letters, the defendant can- 
not complain that the jury found in favor 
of the plaintiffs’ version of them, there be- 
ing ample evidence to support the verdict. 

* The charge as a whole fairly submitted 
the respective contentions of the parties. 
and certainly contained no misdirection of 
which the defendant had a right to com- 
plain, and there was no error which would 
justify the granting of a new trial. 

4. The verdict, however, was inadvertent- 
lv rendered for a sum twelve dollars in ex- 
cess of what the plaintiffs’ recovery should 
have been.

Reached His Decision After Tasting 


the Beverage. : 

Recorder Calhoun’s courtroom looked like 
a genuine blind tiger yesterday afternoon 
when court was called. On the desk were 
several bottles containing samples of De- 
ecatur street and other’ whisky. On wie 
clerk’s table were a couple of jugs and 
scattered around in promiscuous places 
were any’ number of small! g7asses. 

One of the most interesting gases in 
which intoxicants played the leading part, 
was that against Mr. J. F. Hardaway, who 
runs the Imperial restaurant, on Broad 
street. He was charged with having soid 
beer after 16 o'clock last Saturday night. 

Detective Wooten and one of nis assis- 
tans testified that they went to tne res- 
taurant shortly pefore 11 o'clock Saturday 
night and ordered beer. it was brougat 
to them, they claimed, in teacups, ey 
drank tne beer, paid for 1t and afterwaras 
made a case aga.nst Mr. Hardaway. 

“Mr. Wooten is not sure that this is 
beer,” said Hardaway's itawyer, “anda if 
the court please, I would like 10 test his 
ability at aistinguishing between beer and 
white hops. I have a bottie of beer ana a 
bottle of white hops, and with your per- 
mission I wish to give the officer a taste 
of each and see if he can tell which is 
the beer and which the hops.” . 

Judge Caihoun stated that’ the court 
would like to” do some testing ‘also, and 
gave his permission to the opening of the 
bottles. Mr. Hardaway went behind the 
judge’s stand, where he could not be seen 
by the officers and opened the bottles. A 
white china teacup was used. 

This was filled to the brim with the 
foaming fluid and handed to Mr. Wooten. 
He took a swallow of it, smacked his lips 
and stated that it was white hops. ris 
assistant also pronounced it to be wiite 
hops. Then the judge took his drink. As he 
lified the cupto his lips there was a 
smile on the faces of all present. 

When a number of persons around the 
stand: had tasted the liquor and passed 
upon it the judge lifted a beer bottle from 
behind his stand and stated that what 
was in the cup and what had been pro- 
nounced by the detectives as white hops 
was nothing more than beer. 

Mr. Hardaway stated that he has been 
selling white hops after 10 o’clock and 
there is no law against it. Recomler Cai- 
houn warned h'm not to sell beer after 
hours and dismissed the case against him. 
It was incorrectly stated in yesterday 
morning’s paper that Hardaway was 
charged with selling whisky after 10 
o'clock. ,

1 4s Again Sentenced To Hang Yesterday 
by Judge Beck.

Fle Was Heavily Shackled and Closely 


Watched on the Way There. 


WILL BE BROUGHT BAGK TO FULTON JAIL

Will Testify fér His Father and Die 
a Few Days After—Takes It 
Without Worrying. 


Tom Delk will die on the scaffold Decem- 
ber 18th. Such is the sentence of the court 
imposed last night, and it will be carried 
eut if Delk does not escape or is not 
respited before that time. 

Calmly and quietly and without any signs 
of nervousness Tom Delk received his sen- 
tence last night at Zebulon, Ga., from 
Judge Beck, before whom he was tried. 

Sunday Sheriff Slade, of Pike county, an 
Frank Riley arrived in Atlanta for the 
purpose of taking Delk to Zebulon to be 
resentenced. The presence of the sheriff and 
his assistant in the city was not known, 
and Delk did not know that he was to 
leave until the sheriff went to the jail for 
him. 3 . 

When told that he was to be taken back 
to Pike county Delk did not seem to be at 
all worried. He has always had a fear of 

being bothered by mobs, but if he was wor- 
ried by this thought when he left Atlanta 
he did not show it. 

The officials who came after him placed 
a pair of heavy handcuffs on his hands 
and a pair of shackles on his legs. The 
chains on his legs were arranged so that he 
could walk very well. So much has been 
said about Delk’s desperate character that 
the officers fastened him as securely as 
possible in order not to give him = any 
chance to escape. They knew that he would 
escape if he could, and did not care to 
have to shoot him down. 

Tom bade the jailer goodby with a cheer- 
ful smile and did not appear at all con- 
cerned about his fate. He was told that 
he would probably be brought back, and 
this caused him to be more willing to leave 
his father. The old man takes hig confine- 
ment very hard, and Tom likes to be with 
him as much as possible. 

Arrives in Zebulon. 

The train carrying Tom Delk and the two 
‘officers arrived in Zebulon at 6 o’clock 
last night. He was still heavily chained 
when the train reached that place and was 
at once taken to the courthouse, where 
Judge Beck was waiting to sentence him. 

It had been given out that Delk would ar- 
rive on the afternoon train and the court- 
house was packed with a crowd of people, 
bent on seeing the outlaw and hearing the 
sentence passed on him. 

The crowd that had gathered was a quiet 

one, and there seemed to be none present 
who would harm Delk. On the way from 
the depot to the courthouse the shackles 
seemed to worry Tom, and Sheriff Slade 
removed them, allowing him the full use of 
his legs. 
- After- the crowd ,had been seated and 
quieted Judge Beck called for the remittur 
which Sheriff Slade took from Atlanta with 
him, and after passing on the order mak- 
ing the judgment of the supreme court the 
judgment of his court, called on Tom Delk 
to stand up. 

Tom rose quickly to his feet and the 
judge asked him if he had anything to say. 
He replied in the affirmative and _ stated 
that he had but a few days to live and 
wished to be protected from a mgb. Judge 
Beck assured him that there was no cause 
for worry on that score and stated that 
he would be legally executed. 

After a short talk, in which he recalled 
the crime for which Delk was to suffer the 
death penalty, Judge Beck passed the sen- 
tence and fixed the date of the execution 
for December 18th. The time was fixed so 
as to allow Tom to testify in his father’s 
behalf on the first Monday in Decem- 
ber. 

After the sentence was passed Judge 
Beck would allow no one to leave the court- 
room until the prisoner had been safely 
lodged behind the bars of the jail. This was 
done in order to avoid any excitement. 

Every one who saw Delk yesterday stated 
that he was looking better than he was 
last spring. He will be brought back to At- 
Janta and will be closely confined until he 
is taken out to testify in his father’s case.

Since the death of Mr. Reynolds, which 
Occurred about three years ago, it is said 
his heirs have not been satistied with the 
manner in which Executor Walker manag- 
ed the estate. It was claimed by the heirs 
that Mr. Walker had delayed too long in 
winding up the estate and nruch dissatis- 
faction was the result. 


Executor Walker denied the charges that: 


were preferred against him, claiming that 
he was endeavoring to wind up tke estate 
as quickly as possible. But the complaints 
lodged against the executor were numerous, 


fand some time ago the matter was inves- 


tigated by Ordinary Calhoun. 

The trial before the ordinary resulted in 
an order removing Mr. Walker as execu- 
tor... Ordinary Calhoun was of the opinion 
that since so nruch feeling had grown up 
between the parties at interest, it would be 
best for beth sides that a new executor be 
appointed. 

The decision of the ordinary was appealed 
to the superior court and the case was 
taken up yesterday morning. Judge Lump- 
kin was disqualified, as he was related to 
some of the parties at interest, and Judge 
Andrew Cobb presided at the hearing. 

Before the case was entered into an 
acreement was reached on the conditions 
that Mr. Walker be allowed a verdict in 


} the case, that he also be allowed his com- 


missions and expenses in connection with 
the estate and that he would eonsent to 
resign so that his successor could be ap- 
pinfed. Pursuant tq this agreement, a 
verdict was directed that Mr. Walker be 
not removed. After this Mr. Walker will 
resign and the estate will be placed in 
the hands of his suecessor, who is to be 
named by the ordinary,

Woolfe Sues for Libel. 

Two damage suits were filed yesterday in 
the superior court by Henry Woolfe 
against Aaron Israel, anrounting to $20,000, 
the basis of the litigation being alleged libel. 

The allegation in the first suit filed was

The second suit is brought by Woolfe on 
account of the following language, which 
he claims Israel used in speaking about 
him: “I will show up the swindler, thief 
and scoundrel, and will make him so 
black he will not be able to show his face 
in the streets of Atlanta.” Woolfe alleges 
these words were used by Israel on May 
23d last.

The petition showed that the negro wo- 
man had conveyed to the city a strip off 
her property three and one-half feet for 
the purpose of widening Merritts avenue. 
She claimed that the city had begun to 
cut into her property five feet, instead of 
the ameunt she gave, and she asked that 
the ¢fity be enjoined from entering her 
premises and taking the additional proper- 
injunction was granted and the 
case set for hearing on next Saturday.

SOUND ADVICE TO HIS RACE 


Tells the Negroes They Must Work 
Out Thsir Own Salvation. 
PLEADS WITH THEM TO STUDY AND LEARN 


The Eloquent Alabamian Has a 
Strong Argument To Advance 
to His People. 


Professor Booker T. Washington spoke to 
a large crowd of white people and negroes 
at the First Colored Congregational church 
last night. 

Professor Washington spoke on the line 
of industrial education, and for sound logic 
end deep reasoning his speech was notable. 
He spoke on the hypothesis of the negro 
race will never be elevated unless it 
elevates itself. He pleaded for more prac- 
ticability, more utilitarianism in the teach- 
ings of the negro schools. He said the 
negro must work out his own salvation. 


The race, if it would live, must change its : 


course. 
He tried hard to impress upon his au- 
dience that his race has reached a critical 
time, and that there is coming the ques- 
tion of existence or obliviation. With all 
the earnestness and eloquence that this 
able thinker possessed he asked the negro 


/to go to thinking. 


“T am here tonight to make you think,” 


he said, 

He did not expect all of his hearers to 
agree with him and perhaps it would be 
better if they did not. If they agreed with 
him in full they would continue carelessly 
letting the race go down—if he presented 
thoughts that they had not heard before, 
and would perchance not agree with, they 
would be brought to thinking, and after- 
wards would come the acting. 

He speke for negro colleges and for 
higher education of his race on all ques- 
tions. But his especial plea was for an 
industrial education of his race. He showed 
how that trades and professions up until 
a few years ago monopolized by the ne- 
groes had by a gradual march of progress 
and skill been taken almost entirely from 
them. He begged his race to take up the 
march of progress and follow upon the lines 
laid down by common sense and experience. 
He stated how he would have the negro 
race to follow up the march of progress. 
He would have the negroes in the hun- 
dreds of colleges over the country given a 
practical education. More education was 
what the race needed and when they got 
the education they needed then to know 
how to put it into use. The race needed 
lawyers, doctors and professionals, but it 
also needed skilled workmen—men with 
new ideas, and with energy and thought— 
men who would, in short, lead the race 
off in a parallel march with the white 
race on the road of progress. 

‘Let the negro students study chemistry,” 
he said, “and put their knowledge to a 
By their knowledge of 
chemistry let them teach their race—the 
majority of whom are agriculturists—how 
to properly fertilize their farms. Let the 
educated negro show the negro farmer the 
difference of fertilizers needed in the black 
bottoms of the Mississippi river and on the 
red hills and gray level lands of Georgia. 
Let the negro versed in geometry show the 
megro farmer how his land should be 
terraced. Ninety per cent of any people are 
going to live by comfmon pursuits and oc- 
he said. “‘The negro race is 
no exception to this rule.’’ He said that at 
least 8 per cent of the negroes of this 
section lived by agriculture. How many 
black men in Georgia had been educated on 
this particular line in the last thirty years? 
he asked. This was the line of education 
needed. 

He told the story of meeting a negro 
medical student up in Boston. In reply 
to a question put by him the negro student 
said he was studying on a particular line— 
that particular line being the nervous dis- 
eases of the body. He replied to his col- 
ored brother, the student, that he was on 
the wrong line. 

“The negro race has not reached that 
delightful state of civilization where they 
are bothered with nervous troubles. Who 
ever /heard of more than one negro out of 
every thousand having Nervous prostra- 
tion? What that student needed was to 
learn how to cure chills and fever and 
other ailments peculiar and common to the 
negro race," 

The speuker said down in Louisiana, in 
the old plantation neighborhoods, the negro 
preachers devoted two-thirds of their ser- 
mons to an imaginary description of 
heaven. They pictured the golden man- 
sions while they themselves were living 
in little one-room log cabins. He believed 
in the church, but he believed in mixing 
with religion this element of progress of 
which he was speaking. The negroes have 
a song which they sing he said: “Give me 
Jesus and you may have all the world’’— 
and the white man simply takes the negro 
at his word. He pictured what a giorious 
time it would be when the negro race had 
moved up to a prosperous degree of civili- 
zation—when religion would dwell around 
the comfortable hearthstones of the ne- 
groes’ comfortable homes. 

“] thank God that I have grown to that 
period of existence when I have no jill fee!- 
ing teward the white race. I have the 
same respect for the northern man and the 
southern man, In the name of God let us 
not allow any race to pull us down and 
keep us there just by making us hate 
them. We have perfect freedom to follow 
along the lines of progress. We have per- 
fect freedom to skill our own men and 
women and to prepare them to help them- 
selves. The white man will respect us. 

“In much that we have attempted I fear 
that we- have failed to get down to prin- 
ciples, to reach a bed-rock on which to lay 
a foundation. Heretofore we have had tou 
much of the idea that an educated colored 
man must either teach, preach, be a clerk 
or follow a profession. Our educated men, 
more and more, must go to the farms, into 
the trades, start brickyards, saw mills, fac- 
tories and open coal mines. They must 
apply their education to conquer the forces 
of nature. An educated man standing on 
the streets with his hands in his pockets 
is of ne more value to the world than an 
ignorant man doing the same thing. 

‘In the present condition of our race our 
education for the next fifty or seventy-five 
years should be especially directed along 
the industrial and scientific lines. 

“This world is a practical world. We 
must bring our education down to the 
plain, practical, hard every day facts. As 
a race we are very emotional. We are in- 
clined to spend more of our time in pre- 
paring to live in heaven than on earth,” 

Speaking of the social equality question, 
Professor Washington said that no one 
but an ill-formed person gave himself 
much concern about that. The matter of 
social recognition would take care of it- 
self, he said. 

“Within the next two decades it will be 
decided whether the negro, by disearding 
ante-bellum ideas and methods of labor, 
by putting brains and skill into the com- 
mon occupations that lie at nis door. will 
be able to lift up labor out of toil, drudgery, 
and degradstion into that which is digni- 
fied, beautiful and glorified. Further, it 
will be decided within this time whether 
he is to be replaced], crushed out as a hope- 
less industrial factor by the fast spreading 
trades unions and thousands ef foreign 
skilled laborers that even now tread fast 
end hard upon his heals cnd begin to press 
him unto the death.” 

Professor Washington clesed amid great 
applause, His speech was pronounced 
sound,eloquent and logical by all who heard 
it. He spoke for cver un hour along the 
lines indicated and was with ap- 
plause throughout his s

FOWLER TALKS OF THE SUIT. 


Says That the Facts in the Macon 


Case Are in His Favor. 

Macon, Ga., October 26.—(Special.)—Men- 
tion has been made in the public prints of 
a suit being brought by Messrsa.: Hubbard 
Bros. & Co. against the Postal Telegraph 
Company to recover $2,000 alleged to have 
been lost by reason of a forged telegram 
sent from Macon, Ga., by the operator of 
the telegraph company. 

Mr. Fowler, the superintendent of the 
postal lines in the south, said to The Con- 
stitution’s correspondent that inasmuch as 
the items printed are calculated to dis- 
eredit the company for the reason that 
they do not fully state the facts, he wished 
to make a statement which follows: 

‘Messrs. Hubbard Bros. & Co. are cot- 
ton exchange brokers in New York and buy 
and sell cotton on a margin. 

‘The rules of the telegraph company ex- 
pressly prohibit its operators from engag- 
ing in any other business. One of the 
members of the firm of Hubbard Bros. & 
Co. was formerly a telegraph operator and 
manager, and is entirely familiar with the 
rules of the company in this regard. Not- 
withstanding his knowledge of these rules, 
this member of the firm, during the year 
1895, secretly and without the knowledge 
of the telegraph company, made an ar- 
rangement with the telegraph company’s 
operator at Macon, under which the opera- 
tor was to represent Messrs. Hubbard 
Bros, & Co. in that city; his part of the 
business being to receive orders for buying 
and selling options, etc., and also to re- 
ceive and pay out money in connection with 
such transactions. 

‘The identity of the agent of Messrs. 
Hubbard Bros. & Co. in Macon was pur- 
posely concealed from the management of 
the telegraph company by the use of ficti- 
tious names—the names being changed 
from time to time—and under these ficti- 
tious names telegrams and mail were ex- 
changed between Messrs. Hubbard Bros. & 
Co. and their agent at Macon. 

“About September Ist Messrs. Hubbard 
Bros. & Co.’s agent telegraphed the firm 
over the false name he was then using an 
order to buy cotton for the account of a 
certain customer of Messrs. Hubbard Bros. 

Co., who, it was subsequently learned, 
had given no such order. Immediately fol- 
lowing this telegram Messrs. Hubbard Bros. 
& Co.’s agent caused to be transmitted to 
New York a telegram over the name of the 
American National bank, stating that $2,000 
had been deposited to Messrs. Hubbard 
Bros. & Co.’s_ credit. Messrs. Hubbard 
Bros. & Co. allege that acting under these 
telegrams they purchased the cotton and 
shortly afterwards, as the market was de. 
clining, sold the same for some $2,000 less 
than they paid for it, relying’ upon the 
margin supposed to have been deposited 
‘° their credit in Macon to make good their 
oss. 

‘‘Messrs. Hubbard Bros. & Co. base their 
suit upon the allegation that the operator 
was the agent of the telegraph company, 
and hence the telegraph company is respon- 
sible for his fraudulent acts. Without dis- 
cussing the legal points in the matter, I 
wish to point out that the loss to Messrs. 
Hubbard Bros. & Co., if any, was due to 
the false information sent by their own se- 
cret agent, and that the entire transaction 
was rendered possible by Messrs. Hubbard 
Rros. & Co.’s own action in making their 
surreptitious arrangement with the opera- 
tor. 

‘Immediately after learning that cotton 
had declined and that a loss was alleged 
to have occurred through his transaction. 
the operator in question decamped and his 
whereabouts since are unknown. 

“Had he remained he would have been 
peremptorily discharged from the  tele- 
graph company’s service because of his 


attempting to conduct an outside business,

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THE CEREAL SITUATION. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

It was another week of active speculation 
in wheat that has just passed into his- 
tory, and doubtless the hearts of many 
traders are less buoyant than a week ago, 
owing to the erratic and violent fluctua- 
tions in the market. Probably most oper- 
ators will not cavil with the statement that 
it has been a difficult market to guess. 
Early in the week there was a hitch in the 
upward flight of prices and then came a 
drop of 9 cents a bushel that forced all 
of the weak holders out of the market. Al- 
though there was a good basis for a sub- 
stantial improvement in wheat values, ow- 
ing to short crops in several inmportant 
countries and reduced stocks in the mar- 
kets of importing countries, the rise was 
forced by speculation beyond a point war- 
ranted by current trade conditions and the 
market above 0c in Chicago acts very 
much as it used to above a dollar a few 
years ago before increased production in 
Argentine and Russia brought about a 
lower level of prices. If prices are main- 
tained for a time the cash trade may re- 
adjust itself to the higher values and de- 
velopments may even warrant a further 
advance, but the increasing supplies in this 
country and in the hands of the importers 
of Europe do not seem to justify a further 
advance at present. It is well Known, how- 
ever, that when speculation is aroused it 
always goes to extremes and a little favor- 
able news might revive the speculative buy- 
ing which has been going on in Europe as 
well as in this country. The European 
nrarket cables are still looked upon as of 
the greatest importance in directing spec- 
ulative sentiment here. 

The stringency in the money markets 
west and northwest caused weakness in the 
cash wheat markets and contributed large- 
ly to the sharp break in prices, and until 
after election this feature may play an im- 
portant part in the market. There was 
more or less selling of speculative holdings 
of wheat for foreign account early in the 
week, but on the decline some buying was 
noted. The European demand for cash 
wheat is uncertain. Some fair lots were 
reported as sold, but the aggregate amount 
taken was apparently small when the ex- 
tent of the reaction of prices in this 
country is taken into consideration. The 
difficulty of obtaining freight may be one 
obstacle in the way of an export business, 
for it is said that nearly all of the avail- 
able freight room has been taken as far 
ahead as January. This seems to insure 
continued large clearances at any rate, and 
if receipts in the northwest fall off it would 
leave the trade in this country in excellent 
Shape, although present stocks in store 
are quite large. 

As to the prospects of a decrease in the 
movenrent of spring wheat, nothing new 
canbe stated. This movement is apparent- 
ly limited only by the carrying capacity of 
the railroads and facilities for handling 
grain at the terminal points. It is quite 
probable that tight money and the higher 
prices. obtained have considerable to do 
with the rush of wheat, and the big move- 
ment now may mean a light movement 
later in the season. This is _ the natural 
conclusion if the smaller estimates of the 
crop are accepted, but every one knows the 
uncertainty of crop estimates, hence the 
doubts about a sharp decrease in receipts 
in the near future. Winter wheat is be- 
ing marketed somewhat more freely, but 
the movemrent is not large. é

The exports of wheat and flour last week 
included 1,311,000 bushels from the Pacific 
coast against 1,156,000 bushels the previous 
week, 

The news from Europe does not indicate 
any material change in the situation. Eng- 
lish trade journals find in the legitimate 
supply and demand situation a sufficient 
improvement in values. 
Broomhall, one of the chief authorities, 
Says: “‘It is the legitimate broadening of 
demand and exhausting of several sources 
of supply, which, together, are the means 
by which wheat is being lifted from the 
slough of despond in which it has so long 
struggled.’’ Merchants, millers and bankers 
abandoned last year the policy of carrying 
large stocks, and reducing these stocks 
gave the appearance of a reduction In con- 
sumption. As these surplus stocks have 
now been materially reduced, there is likely 
to be an apparent increase in consumpticn 
this year. The aggregate weekly shipments 
from exporting countries continue liberal 
and the amount of wheat on passage Is 
still increasing, but the arrivals in import- 
ing countries have not been suflicient to 
cause much if any increase in stocks held 
for consumption. America continués to 
ship by far the largest amount of wheat 
put afloat for western Europe each week. 
Russia is next in importance, but so far 
there is no indication that the advance in 
price will bring a flood of wheat from that 
country. India made a small shipment of 
wheat week before last, but San Francisco 
reports a further demand there for wheat 
to go to Calcutta. Australia is still im- 
porting some wheat, and Argentine has not 
been a factor in furnishing supplies for a 
long time. As to the growing crop of wheat 
in Argentine, no serious complaints have 
heen received, and this is a strong indication 
of good crop prospects. It will be about 
two months before the harvest in that 
country. 

Oats were dull and fairly steady. Corn 
was lower, owing to a lack of speculative 
support, but a decrense in receipts and a 
better shipping demand at the decline tend- 
ed to steady the market. As frequently 
noted, the speculative possibilities in this 
market are very limited, but owing to the 
supplies, it seems safe to sell on moderate 
rallies. Provisions were neglected. The 
trade is in a healthy condition, but the 
speculative demand-nas been light. In the 
last day or two the buying is said to have 
been of very good character.

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midst of these enchanting scenes of nature 
and evidences of a richly cultivated coun- 
try,” said Mrs, Lowe, “there was a blot on 
the beauteous landscape, as I beheld the 
burdens borne by the women, The oniy 
means Of transportation from the farms 
on the hills. to the town, are the -packs 
borne on the backs of the women, These 
packs of produce are from thirty-five to 
forty pounds in weight, and the women 
carrying them are of all ages and sizes. 
There was the little girl of five years 
struggling with her burden of produce 
alongside the aged- grandmother, whose 
silver hairs and wrinkled face had not 
even lightene@ the burden of her work. 

“The agony of the burden as depicted in 
their worn faces, their bent, struggling 
forms, Was a blot, a shadow that bedim- 
med the beauty of any country boasting 
a civilization, a cultivation, a government 
opposed to slavery. This subject of wo- 
man’s servitude presents itself on all sides, 
and although the German women, as a 
class, are powerful in their sturdy charae- 
teristics, and exert their influence through 
their domestic relations, they have a mis- 
sion before them, a binding obligation to 
release the laboring women of the country 
from the un-Christian bondage [Tr which 
they are held, 

“Passing along the streets the traffic and 
produce carts were drawn by women, coal 
and fuel was unloaded and shoveled by 
them and the men, where were they? 
Smoking their pipes, doing dainty handi- 
work in dressmaking establishments, and 
tinting porcelain In china factories. 

“Female children in tneir earliest days 
are put in the training school of servi- 
tude, the packs are placed on their backs— 
that in the case of Gernfan women seem 
to have injected in them all their human 
strength, and are started down the hill. of 
life to unburden their pack, only when life 
is extinct. 

“In a porcelain factory near Carisbad 
this fact was forcibly illustrated in every 
department of the establishment. On com- 
fortable benches and stools sat hundreds 
of able-bodied, healthy men smoking pipes, 
carrying on-.the work of china manufac- 
turing, while without in a portion of the 
factory sat about forty or sixty old wo<« 
men breaking stone.” 

These stone used in the glazing portion 
of the china finish are always broken by 
the women, and submitted to a machine 
nearby. ‘‘To make the picture more strik- 
ing,”’ said Mrs. Lowe, ‘“‘there was a robust 
Dutchman sitting on a comfortable stool 
turning water from a hose on the machine, 
while the women with their sledge hammers 
broke the stone for it.” 

“Why,” she asked of the proprietor of the 
factory, “sheuld I behold right here this 
instance of woman’s servitude? Why 
couldn't a woman sit there and hold the 
hose and let ‘those of his type break the 
rock?” The idea never seemed to occur 
to the genial manufacturer and his only re- 
ply was that “the women had applied to 
him for the position,” and he reluctantly 
acknowledged, when asked, that the women 
received one mark (20 cents) per day for 
their labor. : 

Mrs. Lowe related with great interest to 
her hearers her experience at a meeting 
at the Pioneer Woman’s Club, of London, 
where she went as the guest of Lady Ham- 
ilton, the corresponding secretary. “I had 
felt some timidity,’’ she said, “in venturing 
to any of the clubs, having the unfortu- 
nately mistaken idea, that I would be chilled 
by the reputed coldness, formality 
and conventionality of the English 
women, but the very cordial tone of 
the note of invitation, the feeling of 
good comradeship expressed between the 
lines, overcame my first impressions, and I 
readily accepted the invitation. 

“This Pioneer Club originated in the lux- 
urlous and beautiful home of a wealthy 
English woman, who, being left alone, be- 
came interested in the good she saf in the 
club movement and gave her home 
for the establishment of a woman’s club.” 

Mrs. Lowe was called upon to speak as 
the representative of an American club. 
Her remarks met with such favor, says 
an Anrerican women accompanying her, 
that the club arose at the conclusion of 
her remarks and enthusiastically applaud- 
ed her by their “hear,’’ “hear,” “hear.” 
They unanimously decided to send greetings 
to the Atlanta Woman’s Club. They were 
borne proudly across the waters by Mrs. 
Lowe and conveyed to the ladies yesterday 
afternoon. The greeting read: ‘Say to the 
Atlanta Woman’s Club that we send them 
ovr greeting, coupled with the assurance 
that they will have our hearty co-operation 
in all mattera of international character 
relating to the good of women in both 
Anrerica and England, that our hearts go 
with them in all club work, elevating and 
ennobling to womankind,”’ 

The council of women frecently meet- 
ing in Germany was one of the largest 
assemblies of women yet known in Ger- 
many. 

It seemed rather singular that in such 
a country of woman slavery a na- 
tional council of women should have chos- 
en Berlin for their late convention, and 
yet they did. The council presented in 
its Hist of women those distinguished from 
all parts of the world, many hundreds of 
advanced Gernmtan women being among 
the number. It was a notable fact, how- 
ever, in the.convention that, promptly at 
the hour of noon, no matter how momen- 
tous or exciting the address or argument, 
there was a restlessness, a prompt depar- 
ture of the German wonren present. “Why 
this interruption every day, this abrupt 
leave-taking?” asked a practical English 
woman present (or probably an inquiring 
American lady taking notes). Because, re- 
plied one of the women, they must be at 
home a few minutes before their husbands 
arrive at noon, or else they would be un- 
able to return to the afternoon session. 

“Fancy such domesticity,” reflected the 
English wontran. “What distressing ser- 
vitude,” thought the American lady. ‘“‘But,”* 
said Mrs. Lowe, “it was to me prophetic 
that the council should have convened 
there, that the spirit of the German wo- 
men should be stimulated, encouraged, yes, 
forced to arise above the servitude and 
rescue their laboring sisters from that 
slavery that is a blot on their beautiful 


country.’’ ae I. D.

| MAKES HIS ANNUAL REPORT 


Fish Commissioner and State Chemist 
Submit Interesting Reports Cov- 
ering Their Work for Year. 


Comnrissioner of Agriculture R._ T. 
Nesbitt has submitted his annual _ re- 
port to Governor Atkinson and he reviews 
the work of his department for the past 
year. Colonel Nesbitt calls attention to the 
condition of the farming industry of the 
State and he urges that certain things he 
done by the legislature to improve farming 
methods and to better educate the planters 
of the state on matters affecting their in- 
terests. 

Colonel Nesbitt transmits the report of 
the state fish commissioner and the report 
of the state chemist, but of whom submit 
some interesting facts and figures in con- 
nection with their work and departments. 

Colonel Nesbitt says that upon the whole 
the Georgia farmers are in fairly good con- 
dition financiall, and that they have gone 
through the times of depression splendidly 
and without serious difficulty. In speaking 
on the subject of agriculture in his report 
Colonel Nesbitt says: 

About Agriculture. 

“This being the dominant and leading in- 
dustry in our state it should be the duty 
and pleasure of our legislators to foster 
and promote everything looking to the ad- 
vancement and improvement of our farm- 
ing methods. In this connection, therefore, 
I would ask your excellency to recommend 
an appropriation of $1,000 annually from 
the money derived from the inspection of 
fertilizers for the purpose of carrying on 
farmers’ institutes throughout the state. 

“Considerable work thas been done on 
this line by Professors Hunnicutt and 
White, of Athens, and wherever the insti- 
tutes have been held much interest has 
been manifested by the farmers, and ro 
doubt much good has resulted. These in- 
stitutes, or educational meetings, should by 
all means be encouraged, and I am the 
more bold ‘n asking for this appropriation 
to benefit the farmers, because every ycar 
since I have been at the head of this de- 
partment, there has been turned into the 
treasury of the state from eight to eighteen 
thousand dollars derived from the inspec- 
tion of fertilizers. Surely $1,000 a year from 
this fund might be spared for the special 
purpose of educating our farmers, upon 
whom the prosperity of the state depends. 
At these institutes they are taught by able 
teachers all that is latest and most ap- 
proved, not only in agriculture, but in hor- 
ticulture, dairying and the best use of fer- 
tilizers as well. In methods and in results 
there has been a great improvement in ag- 
riculture in this state in the past few years, 
and there is evidence everywhere that. our 
farmers are in more comfortable circum- 
stances than they were some years since. 
They have built better houses and barns, 
they own more and better stock, their 
lands are terraced and producing better 
crops. They have learned more generally 
the great value of the cow pea as a fertiliz- 
er, and in consequence are bringing up their 
larlds to a higher point,of fertility. They 
are more generally producing their own sup- 
plies at home, and consequently making 
their cotton to that extent & surplus crop. 

“In all these, and in many other Ways, 
impravement is indicated. am glad to be 
able to make cso gratifying a statement, 
which must rejoice the heart of every lover 
of our grand old state, 

“The unusual droughts of the past sea- 
son have very materially cut short the cot- 
ton crop, as well as potatoes, peas, hay 
and other fall crops; but in most counties 
enough corn and meat will be made for 
home consumption, while the advance in 
the price of cotton will, in some measure, 
compensate for the decrease in that crop.” 

Fish Commissioner’s Report. 

Mr. J. D. Edmundson, fish commissioner 
of Georgia, of LaGrange, filed his annual 
report of the work of his department with 
Colonel Nesbitt several weeks ago. The re- 
port shows the number and kind of fish 
planted in the streams of Georgia during 
the year ending on June 30th.

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Claimed That the City Ought Not To | 
‘Deed the Lot to the State Except « 
on. Certain Conditions, 


The special council committee appointed 
some time ago to confer with the state’s 


and Atlantic railroad in relation to the 
triangular. lot between Whitehall and 
Pryor streets, will meet tomorrow after- 
noon and hear argument on the question. 
The city and state. are endeavoring to 
agree upon terms by which the lot im queé#- 
tion can be transferred to the state. ‘ 
There is considerable opposition to the 
proposed transfer and the meeting of the 
committee tomorrow will be for the pur- 
pose of hearing from both sides of the 
question. Several of the railroad companies 
oppose the transferring of the lot to the 
siate unless an agreement is made between 
the city and state to the effect that, the 
state shall never allow the lessees of the 
state road to charge for thd use of the 
property for railroad purposes. 
Colonel Albert Howell. alderman, who 
is chairman of the special committee; has 


at that time representatives of all parties 
interested will be heard. It is probable that 
Judge R. T. Dorsey, of Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell, and Colonel N. J. Hammond, 
representing .the railroad companies, will 
appear before the committee and urge that 
the proposed trade be declard off or that 
the city protect itself and the several 
railroad companies by refusing to deed the 
property to the state unless ap agreement 
is made that the lot shall always be useG 
for railroad purposes only free of charge 
to the several lines entering the gity. 

There are. many who. oppose the transfer 
under any terms, asserting that the city 
has a clear title to the property, the state 
to the contrary notwithstanding. It is as- 
serted that the property is clearly in the 
title of the city but the state claims that 
many years ago an agreement was made 
between the city and state whereby the 
city Was to transfer the lot to the state in 
consWeration of the transfer of the prop- 
erty now occupied by Wall street to the 
city. 

The matter has been before the council
